Thanks to the intervention ‘ 
of Mr Geoffrey Dickens, the .

She is 
allergic, apparently, to . every 
food hur duck and venison. 
With Harrods selling duck at 
88p a pound anj venison for 
E3.20 yesterday, it is clearly 
ar expensive complaint, and 
one <o far unrelieyed by finan* 
cial support from the NHS. 


Dr Julian Kenyon, who has ° 
been treating Mrs Senior, said 
yesterday that she reacted to 
other foods even in a double 
blind test—one ir which 
neither doctor nor patient 
knows the true identity of the : 
substance being tested. Duck 
and venison genuinely seemed 
to be the only nourishment Mrs , 
Senior can take, Dr Kenyon 
affirmed. 

Mrs Senior, who is five ft 
tall and weighs five stone 101b 
is nearly a stove and a half 
under weight. She says that 
she spends more than £20 a 
week on private treatment and 
a week on her expensive

„industry sou said that 
liftings of oil from Saudi 
Arabia, the largest exporter in 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, were 
down to fittle over 7 million 
barre]s a day in February. 

It is the second successive 
month that Saudi Arabian Out- 
put has dropped below official 
projected production levels, 
1iftungs in Janı being esti- 
mated at about 7.9 million bar- 
rels a day. 

The disclosure adds to the 
confusion in world oil markets. 
Saudi Arabia has beer under 
increasing pressure from other 
Opec members t0 reduce 
production to try to halt the 

in crude oil prices. Prices 
of freely traded individual 
cargoes of oil on the spot 
market, a traditional barometer 
of world price trends, have 
fallen by about 15 per cent 
since the start of the year in 
the face of a supply estimated 
to be rmning at 2.5 million 
barrels a day ir excess of 
demand. 

The drop in Saudi Arabian 
production is not an official 
cut iu production levels, which 
the kingdom’s rulers haye so 
far refused to make. It rep- 
resents a decision by some of 
the partners in co, 
consortium of four United 
States oil companies which 
lifts nearly alli Saudi Arabian 
output, to take İess oil thar 
they are entitled to. 

The move will help to 
eliminate some of the world 
surplus, bur oil companies say 
it wil not be nearly enough to 


halt the downward pressure or 
prices. It will certainly not be 
enough to prevent arı 
reduction in the price of North 
Sea oil. 

The British National Oil Cor- 
poration, which trades about 


twoxtkhirds of Britain’s North 
Sea oil, is expected to tell its 
TE 
crror that it i To 
reduce the price’ of oil from: 
ts present level of $35 a bar 
rel. The corporation is likely 
to offer a Cut of $2 and pos 
sibly more. The North Sea 
price was last reduced by $1.50 
1n the secard week of Feb. 
ruary. 

The move is likeli to lead to 
a slight easing in 
petrol prices, although rhe 
large companies such as BP, 
KResso ard Shell whose refi- 
neries have been making heary 
losses on petrol and other 
products — will he reluctant 
to pass on arty price reductions 
to motorists. Petrol prices have 
fallen from more than £1.70 ir 
Norember to anı average Of 
£1.49. 

Each $1 fall in olf prices 
results in a loss to the Gorern- 
ment of between £250m and 
£3Nûm a year in lost North Sea 
taxes, according to the Treas- 
UrY.

Passing 
through densa layers of yellow- 
ish Venusian atmosphere, it 
landed softly on a plain east of 
the Phoebus area dr 3.57 an 


It immediately set to work 
bleeping back messages for 
more than two hours, much 
loagzger than expected, while 
ifs parent speceship called in 
near the planet and then 
zoomed off in orbit round the 
sunt. 

On its way down Venera-13 
took chemical and isotope read- 
ings ûf the atmosphere, looked 
through îs instruments at the 
cloud layers which haye aiways 
ented phorography from 

arth, and made a spectral 
analysis of solar radiation and 
electrical discharges in the 
atmosphere. 

Basking safely or the ground 
in the searing of 457 deg- 
rees centigrade, pratected by & 
special cooling device, the 
module started raking pictures 
through red, biue ard ereen 
filters, which will Ee Soviet 
scientists pretty cour hoto. 
graphs of Earth’s neighbour.
